Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances 
of  the  Rural  District  for  1967. 


The  birth  rate  I9.I  and  death  rate,  9.1  are  to  be  compared  with  that  of 
England  and  Wales  which  were  17.2  and  11.2 


There  were  six  infant  deaths  all  associated  with  congenital  factors 
influencing  the  life  of  the  child  -  four  of  these  deaths  occurred  within 
the  first  week.  The  infant  death  rate,  I4.8  is  to  be  compared  with  18.3  for 
England  and  Wales. 


There  were  254  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year 
and  228  of  these  cases  were  in  respect  of  measles.  Although  generally  measles 
is  relatively  mild  in  character  there  is  always  danger  of  unhappy  sequelae 
and  it  will  be  interesting  to  see  if  the  incidence  of  the  disease  will  fall 
rapidly  following  vaccination  of  susceptible  children. 


Unfit  houses  are  still  being  dealt  with  and  this  is  through  force  of 
circumstances  a  very  slow  operation  -  however  since  1956  333  houses  have  been 
represented  and  around  80  houses  were  still  awaiting  action  at  the  end  of  1967. 
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I  wish  to  express  thanks  to  the  Health  Department  who  carry  out  their 
work  with  care  and  tact.  Mr,  Dunning  on  whose  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
district  I  place  complete  reliance  and  who  undertakes  the  daily  administration 
of  the  Department  is  a  most  efficient  officer. 


I  wish  also  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  for  their 
interest  during  the  year.

SECTION  I 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


1 .  CLIMATOLOGY 


The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  at  Faversham  was  25.75  inches  and  the 
figure  recorded  at  Highsted  Water  Works  for  1967  was  30.95  inches.  The  figure 
for  Highsted  again  shows  an  increase  on  the  average  rainfall  for  the  past 
ten  years,  viz.  28.4  inches  whereas  the  recordings  at  Faversham  show  a  decrease 
of  1.05  inches,  the  average  for  ten  years  being  26.8  inches. 


The  weather  was  slightly  warmer  and  drier  than  in  the  previous  year. 


The  temperature  and  rainfall  as  recorded  month  by  month  at  Faversham 
Sewage  Works,  Highsted  Water  Works  and  Johnson  House,  Sittingbourne  can  be 
seen  in  Appendix  'B*  and  Appendix  'C*. 


2.  AREA 


The  acreage  for  the  Swale  Area  is  62,013  acres  -  approximately  97  square 
miles. 


3.  POPULATION 


The  estimated  mid-year  population  for  the  district  as  given  by  the  Registrar 
General  was  22,500  -  an  increase  of  330  on  the  estimate  for  the  previous  year. 

4.  NUMBER  OF  INHABITED  HOUSES 


The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  1967  was  7,605  as  compared 
with  7,422  at  the  end  of  1966  -  an  increase  of  183. 
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There  were  91  housing  units  built  by  the  Council  and  154  constructed 
privately  (total  245) »  an  increase  of  95  on  last  year's  total  of  150. 

5.  RATEABLE  VALUE 


£608,935  as  compared  with  £598,189  in  the  previous  year. 


6.  SUM  REPRESENTED  BY  A  PENNY  RATE

(a)  Infant  Mortality  Rates  -  The  total  infant  deaths  was  6  which  gives 
a  rate  of  14.8  per  1,000  -  a  considerable  decrease  of  13.1 


There  were  no  illegitimate  infant  deaths  during  1967  which  means  the  rate 
of  legitimate  infant  deaths  per  1,000  legitimate  live  births  was  16.1

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 


(i)  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  -  From  the  figures  supplied 
by  the  County  Medical  Officer  it  would  appear  that  420  children  received  the 
primary  immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough  while 
279  received  re-inforcing  inoculations. 
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(ii)  Smallpox  Vaccination  -  In  view  of  the  amendment  to  the  County  Council's 
Proposals  approved  as  from  1st  January,  1963,  the  only  information  now  available 
is  that  202  children  aged  1  year  received  a  primary  vaccination.

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SECTION  IV 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Local  Authority  Health  Services  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
are  administered  hy  the  Kent  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority. 
Those  services  include  the  care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children;  the  provision 
of  Midwives;  Home  Visiting  and  Home  Nursing;  Vaccination  and  Immunisation; 
Prevention  of  Illness;  Care  and  After-Care  and  the  Domestic  Help  Service. 
Mental  Welfare  and  the  treatment  and  care  of  Tuberculosis  patients  is  provided 
by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1 »  Water  Supply 


The  district  is  well  served  by  water  mains  and  only  8  houses  have  no  main 
supply. 


The  Medway  Water  Board  are  responsible  for  supplies  in  the  parishes  of 
Bobbing,  Iwade,  Hart lip,  Lower  Halstow,  Newington  and  Upchurch  and  the 
remaining  parishes  are  served  by  the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company. 


Forty  three  samples  of  treated  water  submitted  to  bacteriological 
examination  were  found  to  be  quite  satisfactory  and  seven  samples  submitted  to 
chemical  examination  were  also  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


2.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 


Painters  Forstal  This  scheme  was  completed  during  the  year. 

Dunkirk  A  scheme  for  sewering  Dunkirk  area  by  extending  the  Boughton 
scheme  is  being  prepared. 


Borden  Preparations  are  being  made  for  the  extension  of  the  Borden  sewerage 
scheme . 


3-  Public  Cleansing 

Refuse  Collection  This  service  proceeded  relatively  smoothly  during 
the  year  and  two  open  trucks  were  substituted  for  the  "Paxit"  compression 
vehicle  in  September. 


The  remainder  of  the  chalk  pit  and  land  adjacent  to  Cryalls  Tip  was 
purchased  by  the  Council  and  has  been  subsequently  fenced  and  cleared.  The 
commissioning  of  the  bottom  of  the  pit  has  yet  to  be  commenced. 
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Newnham  tip  has  again  been  cleared  and  levelled. 


Unauthorised  tipping  of  rubbish  throughout  the  district  continues  to  be 
a  source  of  nuisance. 


Cesspool  Emptying 


Severe  pressure  continues  on  this  service  and  in  consequence  the  Council 
have  resolved  to  purchase  an  additional  emptying  vehicle  which  is  expected 
to  be  in  operation  early  in  1968. 


4*  Public  Conveniences 


Three  of  the  parishes  in  the  district  have  this  amenity  -  Newington, 
Doddington  and  Green  Street.  At  Newington  the  building  was  erected  by  the 
Council.  At  Doddington  and  Green  Street  suitable  arrangements  were  made  by 
the  Council  with  the  owners  and  tenants  of  the  public  houses  "The  Chequers" 
and  "The  Swan"  for  the  use  of  sanitary  accommodation  at  these  houses  by  the 
public . 


The  Council  have  met  many  difficulties  and  frustrations  in  their 
negotiations  and  proposals  for  a  public  convenience  at  Boughton  but  efforts 
are  still  continuing. 


5 .  Rodent  Control 


As  the  rodent  operator  was  absent  on  sick  leave  and  there  was  no  indication 
when  he  was  likely  to  return  a  contract  was  signed  with  Rentokil  Laboratories 
Ltd.  for  the  disinfestation  of  the  Council’s  own  premises  and  private  dwelling 
houses  in  the  district  for  a  period  of  one  year.  The  information  in  the  table 
is  therefore  confined  to  work  carried  out  by  this  firm. 


Your  operator  did  not  recover  and  his  employment  was  ended  at  the  end 
of  August. 


A  new  operator  has  been  engaged  and  the  contract  with  Rentokil  Laboratories 
Ltd.  was  not  renewed. 


A  sewer  test  was  carried  out  and  manholes  showing  takes  and  those 
adjoining  were  treated. 
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6,  Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 


(i)  During  the  year  17  visits  were  made  investigating  cases  of  infectious 
disease.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  disinfect  any  rooms. 


(ii)  There  is  very  little  work  necessary  on  disinfestation  of  vermin  and 
this  year  only  2  visits  were  made  giving  advice  and  guidance  on  the  treatment 
of  2  premises.

Clearance  of  Unfit  Houses 


This  year  8  houses  have  been  demolished  and  14  closed  compared  with  37 
demolished  and  9  closed  last  year,  A  total  of  78  people  in  28  families  were 
displaced  and  re-noused  by  the  Council. 


Improvement  Grants 


This  work  is  administered  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  continues  to 
make  a  very  valuable  contribution  to  the  improvement  of  the  standard  of  housing 
in  the  district. 


It  is  again  very  pleasing  to  note  that  over  three  quarters  of  the  houses 
improved  by  discretionary  grants  were  for  letting.
